This fine fight- 
ing ship, of aver 19,000 tons, was 
builtin E921 and. ‘she has had a 
fine record of:which any country 
might well be proud. Sho took 
part.in the Battle of Jutland, in 
whioh she ‘distinguished herself 
for the work she did, and now 
it is ‘proposed-to put “an end to 
her career by sinking her 
off Sydney Head. Whilst | not 
professing to be acquainted with 
all the circumstances which 
have resulted in this decision 
béing resehed, we consider it 
matter for the utmost regret 
that 
Australian Navy, having such 
associations with the Com- 
monwealth, should be sent to the 
bottom as though she were 
something whose existence 
should be speedily forgotten. 
There is, seomingiy, no obligation 
under the Washington Treaty, to 
dispose of the Australia in this 
way, Which makes the proposal 
allthe more mysterious There 
is a moral end psychological 
effect in matters of this kind. and 
we cannot thinkin this instance 
that it is likely to be one to bring 
honour or credit to the British 
Empire. We know there are folk 
who would like to see all ships of 
war at ‘the bottom of the sea. 
That represents an utterly 
idealistic state, and the time for 
total disarmament is not yet. 
We are hoping, therefore, if only 
for sentimental reasons (and sen- 
timent counts for much in [m- 
perial matters) that the idea of 
sinking-this fine ship will soon be 
abandoned. :

We are hoping there is some 
truth in the report that some of 
the pirates concerned in the 
Hydrangea sad Sunning affairs 
have been captured. What is 
more, we- trust that they will 
be shown no. mercy if they 
are définitely connected with 
these piracies. ‘The

secured, as the result of informa- 
tion from" the local police, by 
Chinese troops in the Tamsui and 
Namshan districts. Ifthat is so, 
itis further cause for gratification, 
because ‘it implies much-to-be- 
desired co-operation between the 
Chinese and British authorities. 
[We want tosee more of this co- 
operative effort, for if itis extend- 
ed there is no reason why many 
of these terrible piracies should 
not even, be provented. A Kong- 
moon correspondent, in a letter 
which we published yesterday, 
made a “point which must have 
‘occurred to many when he refer- 
ted to the seeming hesitancy to 
rout out the pirates who seized 
the ferryboat Kwong Shun. On 
the face of things, theredoes seem 
to have beenan undue tenderness 
shown towards this particular 
gang. Maybe, powever, opera- 
tions are afoot which will lead to 
important consequences. ° e 
hope so, because it would be a 
bad thing were pirate gangs to get 
the impression that they can 
calmly seize vessels right under 
the nose of the authorities and 
escape the punishment which is 
their due. :

We May Hear Our 
Thoughts. 


The perfection of the electric 
ultra-audible microphone, invent- 
ed by Dr. Phillips Thomas, which 
it is’claimed will permit scientists 
to record sound vibrations -which 


-| pow are'too rapid or too faint for 


the human ear to catch, has just 
been announced by the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company (says.a Reuter 
message from New York.) 

According to Mr, 8S. M. Kint- 
ner director of research for the 
Westinghouse Company, -in: its 
experimental stage the microp- 
hone has been sed successfully 
to transmit by radio the highest 
notes of the voice and of masical 
instruments which the ordinary. 
transmitter and receiver repro- 
duce as mere noises. Mr. Kint- 
Ber declared the device had been 
perfected and simplifed to ao 
point atwhicb it could be used 
by vessels at sea in picking up 
warnings of fos homs or other 
sound warnings beyond the range 
of the human ear, in studying 
the finer sound vibrations of 
organs of the human body. such 
as the heart and brain, and in the 
realm of the entomclogist, who 
has triedin vain to pick up sounds 
known to be made by tiny in- 
sect= but inaudible to humans. 

“To all these sounds the 
normal htemin earisin the same 
relation as the d2af person iste 
sounds we hear distinctly.” said 
Mr. Kintnes. “ The ultra-audible 
nvcrophone will do for the 
human ear what the microscape 
does for the eye. The 
musical note we call Middle 
C, is produced by a'souad v brat-| 
ing 256 to. the second. The 
average telephone can transmit 
and receive sounds vibrating not 
over 5,000 a second. At 12,000 
vibrations per second we reach 
the upper limit of musical sound 
for mostears, and at 20,000 the 
is too fine to reach the 
average human ear.
